A container in accordance with the in- 
vention is provided with resiHent side or 
end walls which are capable of being actu- 
axed to eject the contents of the container 
tfu through one or more discharge openings 
associated with a waU portion of the body 
which is intermediate said resilient side 
or end walls. 

The invention also consists in a con- 
tainer of the above character comprisiuff a 
body part the side wall of which is cylin- 
drical or is formed as a continuous curve 
(bein^- elliptical for instance) and the 
opposite end waUs of which are concave on 
30 the inside, the said side wall having an 
opening therein through which the con- 
tents of the container can be discharged 
and the said end walls being preferably 
hexibie so that the contents may be dis- 
35 charged by depressing the end walls
